The Head of the Proceffion being arrived at the 
Houle of the Commandant, where the King’s Envoys 
lodg*d, they halted tor a while, till their Excellen- 
cies fent them Notice -to march on. 

The Deputies of the Univerfity of Helmftedt, pre- 
ceded by two Marfhals; thofe who carry'd the Arms, 
conduéted by rwo Marthals ; the Marfhals of the 
Embafly, and after them the Envoys, the firft ina 
Coach drawn by 6 Horfes. and the fecond in a Coach 
and Pair ; two Marfhals of the Deputies of the States, 
and thofe Deputies ia theit Coaches, fell in here with 
the Proceflion, which was clofed by the Coaches of 
thofe that affifted in it on Fuor.

Town-houfe, and in the Evening there was a Collt- 
tion in the Civil Law Auditory 3 the Scholars, wh» 
went afterwards to the Eavoy’s Houle, and regal'd 
their Excellencies with a Concert of Mufick. 

This Mcrning the Promotions were nade with 
Solemnity in the Univerfity Church, which were 
follow’d according to Cuftom, witi a great Dinner ia 
the Grand Hall of the Town houl.

‘Tis faid there 
was fome Gun-Powder in one of the Garrets, which 
blew up, and the upper Part of the Houfe falling in, 
prevented its {preading : Only one other Houle was 
damaged. There is no particular Account how the 
Fire Seni. Mr. Kirby, who was a Widower, was 
to have been married fome Time next Week.
